The year of 1907 has not surpassed 
the record of 1906 in football casualties, 
as to date there have been 11 deaths 
from injuries sustained in the game, as 
against the same number last year, and 
96 have sustained serious injuries, as 
against 103 last year. In 190.5, under 
the old rule, 19 persons were ei.her 
killed outright or died of injuries. How- 
ever, there are always reasons why 
deaths and injuries reach such a total 
in the United States. Football is not a 
game for untrained youths. Most of 
the deaths have resulted from the fact 
that boys went into games with little 
or no preparation. It is only after a 
thorough process of hardening that a 
player is fit to play in the royal game, 
and no untrained youth should be al- 
lowed to compete in so strenuous a 
sporL Kentucky is not represented in 
the list of deaths, either in 1906 or 1907. 
This is due in large measure to the fact 
that the game is conducted on saner 
and better lines in this State than else- 
where. If the game has to be played 
at all, and it seems that there are peo- 
ple who can not exist without it, it 
should be made as decent and as little 
dangerous as possible. 

The fellow Wilson, who is accused 
of tampering with jurors in the Powers 
case, has had an eventful and unsavory 
paat. Starting in life at London as a 
lawyer, he was soon elected county at- 
torney and no young man had brighter 
prospects. In an evil hour, however, 
he led a young woman astray and tried 
to hide his guilt and her shame by com- 
mitting an abortion on her, from the 
effects of which she died. He was tried 
for the offense and given five years in 
the penitentiary, where he servetl till 
some governor pardoned him. He be- 
longs to a good family at Williams, 
t iwn and his disgrace is said to have 
brought the gray hairs of his father in 
sorrow to the grave. His last end 
promises to be worse than the first, if 
that is possible. 

After his term of office expires and 
he has adjusted matters in which he is 
intereste<l at Frankfort, it is said that 
Judge S. W. Hager, the recent demo- 
cratic nominee for governor, will make 
a trip through the West with a party 
of friends with the view of locating 
there. Judge Hager will be accompa- 
nied by several of his close associates 
in the Auditor’s office, and it is under- 
stood that their present plan is to or 
ganize a bank and trust company in 
Oklahoma or in Texas.
